A Letter From 
The Dragon 


Some days ago it was here 
noted that Bill Hendrix, Grand 
Dragon of the Ku Klux Klans in 


Weg had resigned. He 
sya did so, accord- 


ment at the time, 
because 
now accepted de- 
' . segregation of 
~/ schools as 
evitable and could not, and would 
not, go along with the bombing 
and violetice which were now be- 
ing advocated by Klansmen. 


The conclusion, or moral, here 
drawn from that announcement 
was that if a veteran grand drag- 
on could take a public stand, so 
could leaders in all fields. 


Now comes an unexpected let- 
ter from the retired Grand Drag- 
on. It begins as follows: 


“I never thought the time would 
come when I would thank you for 
an article. But I want to thank 
you and tell you what I really 
said. The Associated Press cut 
the release short. 


“I simply said that 20 years 
ago when I joined the Klan I 
took an oath that I would obey 
and uphold the Constitution of the 
United States and its political sub- 
divisions, and that all Klan mem- 
bers took that oath. . . . I stated 
frankly that under the law I saw 
no way but to accept integration. 


Segregation 

“ “I am certainly for segrega- 
tron,’ I told the Klansmen, ‘and 
have said so from the public plat- 
form for more than 20 years. I 
am not going out and bomb and 
burn schools and I am not going to 
commit crimes which some 
of the people in the Klan are pro- 
posing. We of-the Southern 
Knights hold the honor of not ever 
having a member in trouble for 
violation of the law. I want all of 
you (Klansmen) to remember that 
you took the same oath I did and 
if one of you can show me where 
the Supreme Court’s decision or 
the lower courts’ decisions are 
unconstitutional then we will fight 
only on legal grounds . . . but gen- 
tlemen, those decisions are con- 
stitutional.’ 


“Several loud mouths. at this 
meeting (of resignation),”” Hen- 
drix’s letter continued, ‘‘accused 
me of holding the Klan down and 
never letting them do anything 
. . » Meaning bombing and burn- 
ing. At this very meeting I re- 
signed and can now say that most 
of the good members that I have 
known for years are quitting with 
me, 


“I take note that Mr. C. L. 
Craig of the U.S. Kians of Atlan- 
ta hadquite-afew remarks to 
make, one being that they, the 
U.S. Klans, had a secret weap- 
on. I immediately let out a re- 
lease saying I'had never consid- 
ered the U.S. Klans a bona fide 
group as it was organized right 
after the (school) decision of 1954, 
by C. L. Kline in Atlanta and 
since has gotten members in trou- 
ble all over the country and then 
walked off and left these people. 
.,. Any secret weapon they may 
have would be just another gim- 
met to get 10 or more dollars out 
of decent Georgia people. (U.S. 
Klan members were among those 
arrested at the University of 
Georgia riot.) 


Every Office 

“|. I have held every office 
of the Klan,”’ Dragon Hendrix con- 
tinued, “and at the time of my 
resignation I was Imperial Em- 
peror of a national group. The 
Southern Knights have been 
known all over the world and we 
were never on any subversive list 
and were the only (Klan) group in 
existence that was cleared in 1952. 
(The reference here is to the fact 
that the Ku Klux Klans were 
named on the U.S. Attorney Gen- 
eral’s list in 1952 as subversive to 
Americanism and the government 
of the United States.) 


“Today,”’ Mr. Hendrix went on 
to say, “I would like to go on 
TV in a public debate with such 
Klan leaders as have sprung up 
in the last few years. . . . I know 
that the Klan is going to get law- 
less. . . . If the loud-mouthed poli- 
ticians of the South want to help, 
let them tell the people the truth 
— that the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court have become law.” 


There is not room here, alas, 
to give all the letter. 


But the original conclusion still 
goes. If a man who has been in 
Klan work for 20 years can put 
love of country first, he shames 
many whose choice is easier.

Signals and Hope Fade

NEW YORK—Hope faded Monday night for men believed to have 
tapped out a call for help from the submerged hulk of Air Force 
radar tower No. 4, which toppled and sank in pounding seas Sunday 
night 117 miles southeast of New York. 


All 28 men aboard the missile- 
warning station, built on a mas- 
sive tripod that stood on the ocean 


floor 70 miles from the nearest 
coast, are dead or missing. 


One body was recovered from 
the water and another was sighted 
in a day-and-night search and res- 
cue operation by 10 ships, at least 
six aircraft and at least nine 
divers.

ATHENS — The University of | 


Georgia began its second week 
of desegregation Monday with 
rigidly-enforced good order. 


Two Negroes attended a full 
day of classes without so much 
as a cat-call of opposition. 


And Center Myers dormitory, 
site of disorders last Tuesday 
and Wednesday evenings, was 
free of crowds as dozens of armed 
policemen and cars patrolled the 
area. 


The Clarke County Grand Jury 
late Monday adopted a special 
resolution calling on Gov. Vandi- 
ver to allow the state patrol to 
work in direct concert with local 
police in order to prevent recur- 
rence of such incidents as Wed- 
nesday night’s riot. 


WOULD ACT ON RIOTS 


Gov. Vandiver answered the 
grand jury’s plea Monday night, 


saying he would be “glad to help 


quell any riots”’ at the university. 


But he pointed out that Athens —o ‘ 


and university officials had ad- | 


vised a federal judge they could 
take care of ordinary disturb- 
ances arising out of the presence 
on the campus of the two Negro 
students. 


Unless the disturbance exceed 
the ordinary kind of gatherings, 
Vandiver said, he does not plan 
to send members of the state pa- 
trol onto the campus. 


100 PATROLMEN 


“I have 100 state patrolmen in 
Athens tonight, but it is not their 
duty to come in unless law en- 


forcement in Athens breaks 
down.” 
The grand jury noted that 


the state patrolmen ‘‘are under or- 
ders to lend assistance only to 
put down a riot that has reached 
such proportions that the mayor 
of said city (Athens) . .. has 
notified the governor of the State 
of Georgia that such riot is out 
of the hands of the local authori- 
ties to control.”

To the troubled legislator who is try- 
ing earnestly to think his way through 
to a position on schools, very few things 
are clear in this period of uncertainty. 
Rep. Bill Williams of Hall County 
stated one of those clear facts to the 
House Monday. It is the need for care- 
ful pause before one makes any public 
statement that might inflame or confuse. 
If the students in Athens “hear us shout- 
ing down here in Atlanta,” he said, that 
gives them leadership to defy law and 
order.

Passage of segregation laws used to 
be proof of his support; now it is the 
very presence of such laws that causes 
a hastening of segregation’s fall. (Judge 
Bootle cited a segregation law as proof 
of discrimination at the university; thus 
the law had become, in Gov. Vandiver’s 
word, an albatross, and repeal of it long 
ago would have better served the ends 
of segregation.) 

The point has arrived when a man 
who professes to be a segregationist is ac- 
tually working against his own aims if 
he insists on keeping the albatross laws 
on the books. Alabama long ago removed 
hers. Gov. Vandiver has properly asked 
removal of one from the new appropria- 
tions act. 

This is only one factor of many in the 
public school situation that is troubling 
the thinking legislator—the factor of 
changing meanings. 

It seems to us that Rep. Herschell 
Lovett of Dublin gave the House sound 
advice Monday when he advocated re- 
peal of the albatross laws relating to 
public schools, and passage of new laws 
“that will put us in better shape in deal- 
ing with the federal government.” 

As Sen. Howard Overby of Hall put 
it, “So let us have done with all the alba- 
trosses.” 

The people back home can understand 
this. Many will fail to understand the 
legislator who does not.

Federal Budget, Too, 
Is Highest on Record 


As is Georgia’s, the proposed budget 
for the United States as submitted to 
Congress yesterday by President Eisen- 
hower is the largest in peacetime history. 
It indicates that the nation’s needs con- 
tinue to grow with the population and 
that the task of self-defense grows no 
less expensive. 


Ike’s final budget, even though said 
to have been pared considerable, foresees 
spending at a rate of almost two bil- 
lions more than in the current year. Two- 
thirds of the increase is in defense spend- 
ing with emphasis on missiles, defenses 
against missiles and space projects. 

The budget, of course, does not take 
into account the plans of the Kennedy 
administration.

Proposed State Budget 
Needs Hard Scrutiny 


Gov. Vandiver’s budget request for 
the next two years would set new highs 
for spending but the pressure for even 
further hikes is terrific. 


In connection with the latter fact, it 
should be taken into consideration that 
the proposed budget is geared to the 
economic outlook. 


Now it is up to the General Assembly 
to put the appropriations bill under a 
well-focused microscope. 


In so doing it should squeeze dollars 
wherever feasible from projected expend- 
itures in order to raise the pitifully low 
increase the governor suggested for op- 
erating expenses at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital. 


His proposal would bring expendi- 
tures up to only $3 per day per patient in 
the next fiscal year and up to $3.25 the 
following year. The national average is 
in excess of $3.50 and still climbing. 

The governor is committed to a men- 
tal health program second to none in the 
nation. The majority of the legislature 
has supported that objective. But it can- 
not be achieved unless funds are made 
available. 

Teachers, too, are unhappy. They 
want more money and we would like to 
see them get it. Gov. Vandiver has prom- 
ised them a $200 raise, totaling near six 
million dollars, provided income permits 
the increase, and a similar increase the 
following year on the same conditions. 

But the teachers are pressuring for 
$500 hikés, an unrealistic request that 
could not be financed .without a tax in- 
crease. This would not sit well at all with 
the majority of Georgians nor would it 
be a sound move in view of the economic 
outlook. 

Gov. Vandiver is attempting to hold 
the line on taxes and deserves the sup- 
port of the legislature in that respect. 

The state is doing its part and more 
in financing education. But a number of 
counties are not. The best solution is 
for the teachers to work at the local 
level for a uniform tax digest which 
would bring about a more equitable ar- 
rangement between local and state fi- 
nancing of education and help at home to 
provide teachers with deserved raises.

Leaders otf Senate 
Pay an Old Debt 


WASHINGTON — Not even in politics, which 
is a fairly tough business, is it really true that 
nice guys always finish last. And not even in 


politics is it always true that what the good men do is buried with 
them. Happy proof of this may be seen in Sen. Maurine Neuberger, 


Democrat of Oregon. 

She has just succeeded to the 
seat held by her late husband, 
Richard Neuberger, from a state 


which at the same time went Ré-~ 


publican in the presidential race. 
(This was not, however, a mere 
sentimental voters’ choice, Mau- 
rine Neuberger had long been a 
first-rate practicing politician in 
her own right.) 

Of all the new senators so newly 
arrived here she has been given 
the best committee assignments— 
best for her, best for her state and 
best for her continued prospects in 
politics. She has at the very out- 
set reached peaks rarely attained 
by a freshman senator—places on 
not one but two genuinely impor- 
tant Senate committees, those on 
agriculture and on banking and 
currency. ' 

Her late husband had wanted 
the agricultural committee very 
much. But even after he had 
earned it by seniority he did not 
get it. 

In 1958, the job lay within his 
grasp. But at the last moment he 
voluntarily stepped aside. It was 
an act of an almost-unexampled— 
and-also of a strictly unpublicized 
—unselfishness. 

What happened, it can now be 
revealed, was this. Another young 
Democratic senator, William Prox- 
mire of Wisconsin, had been 
chosen in a special election to fill 
the brief remainder of a term left 


unfinished by the death of Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy. 

But Proxmire then faced a hard, 
bitter run for full-term reelection 
in November of 1958. He went to 
the then Senate leader, Vice- 
President-elect Lyndon Johnson, 
and urgently (and understandably ) 
appealed for a place on the-agri- 
culture committee as a desper- 
ately needed aid to his campaign. 

No place was to be had—except 
that already marked for Richard 
Neuberger. Johnson reluctantly 
approached Neuberger. “‘You have 
earned this place,” he told Neu- 
berger. “But if you claim it—as 
you have every right to do—you 
will complicate the problem of an- 
other Democrat, Proxmire, in be- 
ing reelected. What do you say, 
Dick?”’ 

“Dick”’ stoically faced up to a 
poignant personal problem. He 
needed that committee seat he 
had won. But he was no Fancy 
Dan; he believed in playing the 
game, in allowing others to have 
some of the credit of the galleries. 
He hesitated only for a moment 
and then he said to Johnson: ‘‘Let 
Proxmire have it; I will make do 
with something else.” | 

This is why Maurine Neuberger 
is today on the committee her 
dead husband was never quite 
able to reach. The present leaders 
of the Senate did not forget what 
he had so quietly done.

. ™% ~ is a sickly weed and it thrives only in one or 

“=~ two places, notably in the Communist seed beds, 
and tend the plant well, and in certain of the 


ranker undergrowths of the Labor Party. I doubt if one British 
Communist in a thousand has ever been to the United States. 


It would also benefit many of 
our MPs either to make. their 
first visit or have another look- 
see at that remarkable land. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of Americans 
know this country very well in- 
deed and come here regularly, 
but to the average Briton the 
United States is an unknown 
country. 

Every year two and a half mil- 

lion of us go abroad for our holi- 
days but only 80,000 or so ever 
set foot in the New World. One 
very solid reason is expense. 
It still costs about 160 pounds 
($448.00) return to fly to New 
York in the summer. and hotels 
are expensive. During my last 
visit to America I stayed in more 
than a dozen hotels in various 
states all over the country. 

The cheapest (without break- 
fast) was six dollars a night in 
Scranton, Pa.—over two pounds. 
The most expensive was in Los 
Angeles: $27, or nearly 10 pounds 
~also without breakfast. The re- 


sult is that the Americans know 


our land but we are almost com- 
plete strangers over there. 


Thus the fact that the Ameri- 
cans are quite the most hospita- 
ble, friendly people on earth is 
almost contraband knowledge on 
this side of the Atlantic. Their 
goodwill—and if it is naive and 
innocent goodwill, that seems to 
make it all the more valuable to 
me—is something you cannot ap- 
preciate unless you have stayed 
with Uncle Sam. 

I have been going to America 
for a quarter of a century now 
and I have been to 46 of their 50 
states. I haye been there when I 
have been pretty broke and I 
have been there when the bill 
did not keep me awake at nights. 
But I never cease to wonder at 
their kindness and the warmth of 
their feelings towards us. And 
that’s no bad thing in a world 
where the cauldron of hatred 
never seems to come off the boil.

WASHINGTON—The first vote of the new ¥ 
Democratically controlled Senate and the first 
floor action initiated by President-elect Ken- 
Mike Mansfield, 


nedy’s legislative leader, Sen. 


repudiated the 


platform on which Kennedy ran. Many people view the party plat- 
form as a cynical bid for votes which politicians know they cannot 
or will not redeem. Most politicians do not blame themselves; they 
blame the voters for being gullible. The premise of many of their 
platform promises is “‘let the voter beware.” 


But isn’t it just a little early for 
the newly elected Democrats to 
begin violating the 1960 Demo- 
cratic platform? 

I guess you know what I’m 
talking about. It is this: 


PROMISE — The 1960 Demo- 
cratic platform surged action at 
the beginning” of the new session 
“so the majority rule prevails.” 

PERFORMANCE — At the be- 
ginning of the new Congress the 
leadership of the Democratic 
Party urged that action on the 
anti-filibuster rule be postponed— 
and succeeded in getting the 
Senate to vote that way. 

One leading Democrat, Joseph 
L. Rauh Jr., vice chairman of 
Americans for Democratic Action, 
said: “Sen. Mansfield today be- 
trayed the Democratic Party 
platform and the civil rights 
forces which worked their hearts 
out for Sen. Kennedy.” 

I think it unfair for disappointed 
Democrats to concentrate their 
ire upon Majority Leader Mans- 
field. What was President-elect 
Kennedy doing while a minority 
of Democratic senators were try- 
ing to carry out the platform? He 
was silent. 

I do not suggest at all that in 
managing to delay a showdown 
on the rule change either ‘Ken- 
nedy or Mansfield acted from un- 
worthy motives. They were faced 


with a difficult and unpleasant 
dilemma, but, it must be added, 
a dilemma of their own making. 
As they saw it, the dilemma was 
to repudiate the platform promise 
to fight the rules battle “at the 
opening session” or by pressing 
the battle to risk such a breach in 
Democratic ranks as might en- 
danger the administration's legis- 
lative program. 
This is certainly an honest and 
defensible position, although it 
can be argued the other way: 
namely, that the best way for the 
Kennedy administration to get 
much of its program through Con- 
gress is to reduce the power of 
the filibuster at the time there is 
the best chance of doing so. 
Given the circumstances, I do 
not see that Mansfield can be 
charged with anything unreason- 
able or dishonorable. But surely 
those who voted for the Kennedy 
administration have a right to 
feel that they have been misled 
since the framers of the Demo- 
cratic platform in Los Angeles 
knew the dilemma they were cre 
ating for themselves. They knew 
in advance that they couldn't 
have party harmony in the Senate 
behind their legislative program 
and carry through a change in 
Rule 22 at the opening of the ses.

The command to be kind 


seems a simple one, yet our world will not believe it because it deems kindness a weak virtue. 


A respected organization 
among us is the society for the 
prevention of cruelty to dumb 
animals. About two thousand 
years ago Jesus founded a 
society for the prevention of 
cruelty to people. Said He, 
“Inasmuch as you have done 
it to one of the least of these. 
my brethren, you have done it 
unto me.”’ Every cup of cold 
water given in the right spirit 
becomes an act of kindness 
Kindness is not a lavender and 
old-lace virtue; it is a virile, 
workable relationship when put 
into practice. 

Kindness suggests kinship, re- 
latedness to something and 
somebody. These early follow- 
ers of Christ were taught to 
call one another brothers. 
Many of us get caught in the 
cross fire of doing a kind thing 
in an unkind way. There is a 
way of giving to the poor, for 
instance, that makes them all 
the more conscious of their pov- 
erty. Kindness finds a way of 
giving that makes poverty in- 
conspicuous. 

The second command is to be 
tenderhearted: a compassion- 
ate sense of miseries. Kindness

Ernest Vandiver to allow a teach- 
er pay increase averaging about 
$7.70 a week in his budget and if 
their plea fails, they'll carry it 
to the General Assembly, the GEA 
president announced Monday. 


The president, E. C. Mitcham 
of Warm Springs, said the GEA 
is “very disappointed” that the 
governor didn’t provide for a pay 
raise for teachers in his new 
budget. 


“We fet] that the adequate sal- 
ary increase is needed now just 
to maintain the status § quo,’’ 
Mitchum said. 


State School Supt. Claude Pur- 
cell said Monday he still hopes 
the General Assembly will give 
teachers the raise requested by 
the State Board of Education. 


The board has asked for an 
immediate increase of about $400 
a year a teacher—which would 
amount to $7.70 a week. Another 
$1.99 a week would be provided 
from local sources to give Geor- 
gia teachers an average salary 
of $82.72 a week, Dr. Purcell said. 


$3.85 THIS YEAR 


Gov. Vandiver in his budget 
message to the Legislature said 
if the state gets a Jot more money 
than it now expects, he would 
grant teachers a $3.85 a week 
raise this year, and another $3.85 
a week next year. 


GEA executive secretary Frank 
Hughes said the pay raise is 
urgently needed now to halt the 
flow of teachers from Georgia. 
“We've lost 2,800 teachers since 
school opened in the fall,’ Hughes 
said, 


Hughes said even if Gov. Van- 
diver gives teachers the “‘iffy”’ 
raises that will total about $400 
a year each, he will be giving 
them $100 less of an increase than 
did Marvin Griffin during his 
tenure. 


WOULD BAR REDUCTIONS 


Meanwhile, Rep. Mac Barber 
of Jackson County has introduced 
a bill that would keep local 
school systems from reducing 
their teacher supplemental pay 
whenever the state provides a 
raise. 


“If any local (school) unit shall 
decrease its supplement either 
to the minimum salary schedule 
by reason of an increased state 
Salary, all state funds directed to 
such local unit of administration 
shall cease immediately,” Bar- 
ber’s bill says. 


the State Revenue Depart- 
ment said Monday. 


The bill, while providing minor 
changes in the brackets on which 
the sales tax is imposed, would 
require merchants to return only 
3 per cent of their gross sales— 
less 3 per cent of the 3 per cent, 
which is to take care of their 
extra bookkeeping cost.

NOT A NEW RULE 


State Revenue Commissioner 
Dixon Oxford, declining to give 
his views on the bill, said his July 
executive order "was not a new 
rule but was enforcement of a 
section of the original 1951 Sales 
Tax Act. 


The section of the 1951 act pro- 
vides ‘‘when the tax collected for 
any period is in excess of 3 per 
cent the total tax collected must 
be paid over to” the state. 


Oxford said that “for several 
years a number of merchants in 
this state have faithfully com- 
plied with this provision.” 
$1,200,000 EXCESS 


The Revenue Department re- 
ports that the excess tax paid to 
merchants by customers will total 
about $1,200,000 ‘‘or more” a year, 


Oxford said Rep. Taylor Phil- 
lips of Bibb, a sponsor of the bill, 
was in error when he said the 
state is now collecting between 
3.4 and 3.7 per cent sales taxes. 


“According to figures compiled 
by the department, collections for 
the first five months of the sys- 
tem showed gross tax for the en- 
tire state to average considerably 
less than 3.1 per cent,”’ Oxford 
said. 


WHY THE EXCESS 


The excess comes in on many 
sales that are a fraction of a 
dollar: Sale of six 15-cent items 
would net the merchant 6 cents

in sales tax from his customers. |

Phillips’ bill would put a0 
brackets as: 1 cent of tax on 14 
to 35-cent purchases; 2 cents on 
purchases of 36 to 72 cents and 
3 cents on sales of 73 to $1. 


Current brackets are 1 cent on 
sales of 11 to 35 cents; 2 cents 
on sales of 36 to 65 and 3 cents 
on sales 66 cents to $1. 


Revenue Department employes 
say the proposed change in brack- 
ets probably would have little ef- 
fect. 


Oxford noted that some support- 
ers of the bill have argued that 
it would allow merchants to go 
back to the “‘old set of brackets”’ 
in effect before his order last 
July. 

“There had never been any of- 
ficial brackets established before 
that time,’’ Oxford said, as he 
noted that. 27 states—‘‘including 
all our neighboring states’’—have 
brackets.

Disgusted by Token Integration, 
Says Jeffersonville’s Fitzpatrick 
The Georgia Senate heard strong appeals Monday

The appeals came in speeches 
by senators taking the floor on 
points of personal privilege before 
the regular order of business was 
set for the day. 

The Senate also heard one 
senator express disgust and hu- 
miliation that some state leaders 
were favoring token integration.

FOR CHATHAM INDUSTRY 


After the speech-making, the 
Senate quickly passed three bills, 
one of them a local measure al- 
lowing Chatham County to boost 
its efforts to attract industry.

to the bench. 


Staples also pointed out that 
some superior court judges make 
$4,500 more annually than the ap- 
pellate judges do now. (Fulton 
County's make $22,500 yearly.)

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History Is Human

To this day, the mention of But. 


ton Gwinnett, one of Georgia's 
three signers of the Declaration 
of Independence, brings forth con- 
troversy. 


Was he a gentle, refined man— 
or was he a scoundrel? 


Was he a seeker of personal 
power—or was he dedicated to the 
rights of all men? 


Gwinnett signed the Declaration 
ot Independence that fateful day, 
July 4,°1776, at the State House 
in Philadelphia, Pa. 


He, helped draft the first Con- 
stitution of Georgia, and served 
for two months as “president of 
the State of Georgia.”’ He is be- 
lieved to have designed the offi- 
cial seal of the State of Georgia. 


Yet he died insolvent, after a 
gunshot wound suffered in a duel, 
and no man today can say for 
sure where he is buried. 


BORN IN ENGLAND 


Gwinnett was born in Down 
Hatherley, Gloucestershire, Eng- 
land, the son of the Rev. Samuel 
Gwinnett and Anne Emes Gwin- 
nett. He was baptized on April 
10, 1735. 


The infant was named for 
Barbara Button, a cousin of Mrs. 
Gwinnett. Miss Button, a woman 
of considerable means, served as 
the infant’s godmother. 


Nothing seems to be known of 
Button Gwinnett’s early years or 
schooling His father, however, 
had been graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow and also held 
a bachelor of laws degree from 
the University of Cambridge, and 
it may be assumed the family, 
though not well to do, made ample 
arrangements for young Button’s 
education, 


Button is believed to have start- 
@i a career as a merchant under 
the guidance of his uncle, William 


Gwinnett, in the city of Bristol, 
England. 

On April 19, 1757, Button Gwin- | 
nett married Ann Bourne, the| 
daughter of a grocer in Stafford- 
shire, England. Gwinnett went 


into a partnership with his father-

Three daughters were born to 
Button and Ann Gwinnett and re- 
corded in the registry of Colle 
giate Church in Staffordshire 
Two of the infants died young, 
with only Elizabeth, baptized in 
1762, living to maturity. 


ENTERED EXPORTING 


In 1759, Gwinnett entered the 
exporting business and may have 
sailed as supercargo on some of 
his trading ventures. 


The exact date Gwinnett came 
to Georgia from England is not 
known—nor is it known how he 
came, although presumably it was 
aboard one of the ships in which 
he had an interest. The only re- 
maining records of Gwinnett’s ex- 
tensive transactions are records 
of merchants’ efforts to collect 
money from him. 


The first’ certitude about Gwin- 
nett’s residence in Georgia comes 
from The Georgia Gazette in 
1765 when his store in Savannah 
advertised, “just imported, to be 
sold on the most reasonable 
terms, by Button Gwinnett, at the 
store lately occupied by Messrs. 
Johnson and Wylly, the following 
goods. . ” The list began with 
rubarb, ‘Turlington’ s Balsam of 
life, Dr: James’s powders for 
fevers,” and ended, vinegar, bed 
furniture, and many other articles 
too tedious to insert.” 


SAVANNAH BOOMING 
Although the booming economy 


'of the Savannah area promised a 
comparatively easy success to 


any merchant of the day, before 
the end of the year (1765) Gwin- 
nett sold his store in Savannah 
and bought St. Catherines Island,

In 1773 these affairs came to a 
head, and Gwinnett sold the is- 
land for over 5,000 pounds—a sum 
still short of his debts. He con- 
tinued to live on the island, how- 
ever. 


Although the purchase of St. 
Catherines Island may have been 
Gwinnett’s financial undoing, it 
might have been the start of But- 
ton Gwinnett as a firebrand pa- 
triot. 


MET DR. HALL 


During his residence at St. Cath- 
erines, he met Dr. Lyman Hall 
of nearby Sunbury on the inland 
coast of Georgia. Although the 
colony of Georgia was at best only 
lukewarm to the revolutionary 
movement against England, Sun- 
bury was a hotbed of such ac- 
tivity. 

In spite of his financial diffi- 
culties, or perhaps because he 
was seeking an end to them, Gwin- 
nett was commissioned one of his 
majesty’s justices of the peace for 
two of the area parishes (as the 
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Button Gwinnett: Good or Bad: 


Gwinnett was reelected to the 
House, but after May 10, 1770, 
his name was absent from the 
record. 


Gwinnett, pressed harder than 
ever by debt, dropped from public 
affairs for the next few years. 


With the threat of enemy (Eng- 
lish) vessels of war off the Savan- 
nah coast in January 1776, the 
second Provingial Congress as- 
sembled at Savannah on Jan. 20. 
Here, Archibald Bulloch, John 
Houstoun, Lyman Hall, George 
Walton and Button Gwinnett were 
elected as delegates to the second 
Continental Congress for a term 
of nine months. 


VOTED FREEDOM 


Gwinnett was appointed a mem- 
ber of the committee to write the 
Articles of Confederation. 


On July 2, 1776, the representa- 
tives of 12 colonies after much 
debate voted that the 13 Col- 
onies ‘‘are, and of right ought to 
be free and independent states.” 


On July 3, and 4, 1776, the Con- 
gress debated the form and word- 
ing of the declaration. 


Toward evening of July 4, the 
members of the Continental Con- 
gress signed a copy of the Decla- 
ration of Independence—on paper.

After the death of Archibald 
Bulloch, who was “president of 
the State’’ of Georgia, an execu- 
tive committee convened and 
elected a fellow member—Button 
Gwinnett—“governor of Georgia 
and commander in chief of the 
army.” 


On the same day, Gwinnett was 
directed by his Council of Safety 
to start a campaign against 
British forces in the province of 
East Florida. 


On March 16, Gwinnett received 
from John Hancock, president of 
the Continental Congress, a let- 
ter demanding the arrest of 
George MclIntosh for treason. 
George Mcintosh was a mem- 
ber of the Council of Safety and 
brother of Gen. Lachlan Mcln- 
tosh, the commanding general of 
the Georgia Brigade. 


George McIntosh was arrested 
and thrown into jail—in. chains. 
He was later released and cleared 
of the charges. 


Both Gwinett and Gen. McIntosh 
were called before the Assembly 
to answer charges regarding con- 
duct of the Florida campaign. 
Gwinett was vindicated and when 
McIntosh through inference was 
censured, the general called Gwin- 
ett “a scoundrel and a lying 
rascal.”’

Sen. Erwin Mitchell of Daltor 
said he has been ‘‘quite im 
pressed’ by the caliber of mer 
serving in the Legislature.

Mitchell said “new leadership,” 
aware of the seriousness of Geor- 
gia’s school desegregation crisis 
is emerging from within the Legis.

Mitchell, who has_ introduced 
open-schools bills in the Senate, 
addressed the Atlanta alumni unit 
of Delta Theta Phi law fraternity. 

The young former congressman 
reported “growing sentiment” 
among legislators ‘“‘to act as soon 
as possible.” He added: 

“It is my hope that it will be 
at this session of the General 
Assembly.” 

Mitchell also reported a “‘gen- 
eral belief’’ among legislators that 
the county unit system is “‘unfair 
and undemocratic.’’ He said there 
is “‘a great deal of talk’’ about 
changing the system “‘in the near 
future.”’

The Hartwell reservoir on the 
Savannah River is down for $10.,- 
000,000, and the Columbia lock 
and dam on the Chattahoochee at 
Fort Gaines is listed for $4,700,- 
000. 


Other construction items for 
Georgia include $1,000,000 for 
aquatic plant control, $769,000 on 
the Savannah River channel be- 
low Augusta. 


For operation and maintenance 
the engineers have budgeted $1.,- 
350,000 for the Savannah harbor; 
$349,000 for the Allatoona reser- 
voir; $344,000 for the Appalachi- 
cola, Chattahoochee and Flint 
River system; $385,000 for the 
Brunswick harbor; $372,000 for 
the Buford reservoir, and $535,- 
000 for Clark Hill reservoir.

An Artist’s Message of Timelessness 


Gains Effectiveness With His Conviction 


I went to write about a one- 
man show of paintings. It was 
the triumphant exhibit of 
George Beattie last week break- 
ing the attendance records at 
the Atlanta Art Museum, draw- 
ing collectors, poets, bankers, 

industrialists, art lovers and 
wishful thinkers from every- 
where to stand in awe. 


There it was, the message of 
timelessness George Beattie has 
been expressing ever more as 
he grows surer of his convic- 
tion. 

The earth, boiling with vol- 
canic fury and setting again into 
the patience of granite; the sea, 
lashing a frenzy of spume 
against a battered promontory 
and quieting to a cove of peace; 
the moon, smoldering red and 
baleful over chaos, then shining 
innocently aloof; man himself, 
building with singing genius, 
and crumbling to many-layered 
subterranean fragmentation. 


The long history of the Etrus- 
eans, the ancient civilizations 
of Greece and the calligraphy 
of Israel, where Mr. Beattie has 
been drawn by archeological 
commissions, are there in the 
25 powerful studies of luminous 
antiquity. They are melodically 
named: Eterno, Etruscan Pro- 
logue, Due Soli, Tumulus, Lunar 
Sarcophagi, Aegean, Temple at 
Delphi, Minoan, Caesarea, Ca- 
pernaum, Sand Dune Treasure. 


They are™~ composed with a 
sumptuous palette, combining 
the detail of architecture, the 
hard precision of stratified 
stone, the suggested mystery of 
hovering immortality. All this 
is visible in ordinary light. 

But suddenly there is more. 
The lights are dimmed and in 
the darkness these paintings 
come alive with phosphorescent 
color. The sky grows deeply 
blue, the moon fills with cold 
fire. Muted grays and blues of 
carved rock stretch into long, 
shaded perspectives with new 
promises. 

The viewers stop their whis- 
pering. No one has ever seen 
this before. For Mr. Beattie, who 
was first a craftsman with a 
jeweler’s love of precious stones 
and who is a brilliant student 
of man and history, has pio- 
neered in an entirely new tech- 
nique of painting. He has mixed 
metallic pigments, the kind used 
in day-glo posters with his regu- 
lar oils, binding them to perma- 
nency with polymer tempera, 
which is a plastic ingredient. 


This is news in the fine arts. 
This union of art with the SCi- 
ence of chemistry is stunning,

They discovered that Notre Dame, Tennessee and Alabama shot 
down Kentucky in January of 1939. The Baron had not suffered 
through a prolonged three-game losing streak again until last week. 


TRI-CAPTAINS ON 


Jackets

The Georgia Tech football 
squad Monday night decided 
three heads were better than 
two—or one—and for the sec- 
ond time in 69 years the Jack- 
ets elected tri-captains. 


Center Willie McGaughey and 
halfbacks Billy Williamson and 
Chick Graning were chosen to 
guide the 1961 Tech team. 


All, of course, are rising sen- 
iors, McGaughey from Macon, 
Williamson from Coral Gables, 
Fla., and Graning from Natch- 
ez, Miss. 


The last time Tech had three 
leaders was in 1953 when line- 
men Sam Hensley, Ed Gossage 
and Orville Vereen shared the 
coin-tossing. Tech had an 8-2-1 
record that year.

not thought to be a major factor 
in Tech plans. 


Graning developed faster than 
anyone expected, however, and 
at season’s end was certainly 
one of the SEC’s hard-nosed 
halfbacks, a genuine threat to 
break up any ball game. 


Hobbled much of the season 
by a knee injury, McGaughey 
returned to buttress the Tech 
defense and call signals with 
astuteness usually associated 
with a senior. His absence hurt 
the Jackets during the cam- 
paign; of that there can be no 
doubt. 


Williamson, of course, was the 
factotum of the Tech backfield. 
A middleweight at 160 pounds, 
he did everything and well. 


‘The choices of McGaughey, 
Williamson and Graning were 
terrific,” said head coach Boh- 
by Dodd after the election at 
the Capital City party. “We had 
three captains before you know 
—in 1953—and we had a fine 
season then. Maybe this is a 
good omen. I heartily endorse 
all three.” 


Retiring captain Gerald Burch 
presented Dodd with a piece of 
luggage, gift of the team, and 
told the Tech coach, “We en- 
joyed every minute of play dur- 
ing the season. Sorry we didn’t 
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— Kentucky rebounded with a roar 
that year, however, and finished with 
a 16-4 worksheet. The current crew of 
Wildcats aren’t apt to duplicate that 
feat. In fact, this may be the most 
unpredictable team that Rupp has put 
on the floor since he established his 
dynasty at Kentucky in 1930. 


Assistant Coach Harry Lan- 
caster, scouting at the recent Gator 
Bowl tourney in Jacksonville, called 
the shot. 


“Rupp and I can’t figure out this 
team,’ Lancaster said. “If we're play- 
ing a top flight opponent, we look good. 
For example, we beat a strong North 
Carolina outfit in Greensboro. On the 
other hand, we lost to Florida State in 
Lexington. We seem to play as good 
or bad as the opponents want to play.” 


‘ fe Kentucky launched the official SEC 
Outlar Derby with an impressive triumph 
over Georgia Tech on TV despite a 38-point output by Roger Kaiser. 


Worst Season Was 17-8 


The Wildcats then started their most unsuccessful road tour in 
more than two decades. They shot only 29 per cent from field but 
came within three points of defeating previously undefeated Vandy 
last Monday. A so-so LSU team then whaled Kentucky Friday night. 


Against Tulane last Saturday night, the Wildcats reacted as 
though Rupp may have whispered a few unkind words in their 
battered ears. They leaped into a 12-point lead at the outset and it 
seemed that the Greenies would be routed. But Tulane, displaying 
deadly accuracy from the foul line, zoomed back into contention, 
assumed the lead before intermission and withstood a late blitz to 
win, 72-70. 


As Mr. Kaywood Ledford frantically noted in his post-game 
radio summary, Kentucky is only two defeats away from equal- 
ing its most unprofitable campaign during the Rupp administra- 
tion. 


Williamson and Graning, often 
called the best halfback pair in 
the Southeastern Conference, 
shattered another trend at The 
Flats. They are first backs to 
receive the exalted captaincy 
reins since Wade Mitchell and 
George Volkert worked as a 
backfield unit in 1956. 


Selection of Graning was 
especially heartening to the 
coaching staff. A multitude of 
miseries relegated the young 
Mississippian to a secondary 
role last September, and he was
